No people can impose anch a govern- 
ment on other people, and retain their own 
liberties. 

New, thgre are two ccuraes or two separate 
theories as to the mode of dealing with this 
rebellion. One proposes to abide by the car- 
dinal doctrines we have always helA It 
allows war only to make oppoKunitka fer 
peace, to induce men to give np errors fatal 
to themselves and ii Jarions to us. It was not 
reatosable to admit that this rebellion was by 
the deliberate cocseut of the South em peo- 
ple; that the North and South could not live 
together in peace; and hence St was nnrea- 
sontble to expect the Government to consent 
to s separate Goveromeut in tbe South. Hence 
the use of power to check this rebelliou and 
prevent the success of a paUy bent on a divis- 
ion of the country. 

To use the war so as to satisfy the South 
that her people were to suffer no wrong at 
our handf ; that they bad all to gain by adher- 
ing to tbe Union, and all to lose by persever- 
ing iu tbe rebellion.
